The- total vote in the city was far 
jelow that of the November election, 
duo to a number of causes. In spito 
pf the smaller number of voters, 
there was at times more congestion 
in the polling places because it'took 
longer to cast a vote. At the State 
election, a large majority of the vot- 
ers placed their cross in the circle at 
the top of the column and then de- 
posited the ballot, leaving booth im- 
mediately. 
At the city election, it 


was necessary to place a cross 
against the name of each candidate 
to be voted for, and this took much 
longer, especially in the case of the 
members of the representative conn 
cil, The majority of the women vot- 
ers , were entitled to vote only for 
Mayor, School Committee. Modcrax 
tore and Clerks, as a comparatively 
small proportion of the women were 
taxpayers. However, they seemed to 
vote.intelligently and-most of them 
apparently knew their choice beforo 
they entered the polling places.

Oppression. 


People of Polish Capital Have Borne 


Persecution Bravely and Laughed 


In Face of Death. 


Some picturesque anecdotes concern- 


Ing Warsaw, si present the center of 
world .attention, Its progress in sci- 
ence, nrts and letters. Is contained In 
a recent bulletin of the National Ge- 
ographic society. 


"Warsaw," .says Ihc bulletin, "Is lo 


1'olaiid what 1'arls Is to France. 
No 


other people. In all Ihe world's history, 
bus 'home oppre.-siim «o bravely mid 
gloriously as liie Poles, except tlm 
Jews. 
The vivacity.. the gaj'ety ami 


the quick wit of Warsaw's people Is a 
constant reminder nf Purls.' All this, 
too, In n city where tlic most gruesome 
tragedies have smlkcd. 


"As recently as the years of our'own 


Civil war ilia llusslnn army, mowed 
down thousands "of men r.nd women ns 
they knelt In the snow, singing their 
national anthem. Deportations arc an 
old story. In Warsaw*, every effort at 
nationalization 
was' 
followed 
hy 


slaughter, nnd hundreds marched the 
long trail to Siberian exile. 


"But Poland's spirit," continues the 


bulletin, "became a synonym for the 
Indomitable. .The success of the Hus- 
slflcntlon of Poland has been described • 
as .the' process of keeping- 12,000,000 
Poles pinned to Russia by bayonets. 
Politically non'-exlstent, for even Po- 
land's name was .expunged from alt 
official records', the prewar Warsaw 
vied with world capitals In science, 
particularly medicine, In .manufactur- 
ing; In trade; and in literature. 
/ "Though Warsaw betrayed none of 
the' grlraness characteristic of Rus- 
sian cities, reminders of her bygone 
glories and tragedies were to be found 
even" before the World war restored 
her autocracy. 
In the Lazlenkl gar- 


dens Is o monument to John Sob- 
leskl, who stemmed the advance of 
the TuVks In Europe, n "figure as pic- 
turesque ns Poderewskl, who now sees 
Ills land n harrier to . Bolshevism's 
westward spread. It, was In 1G83 that 
n/Turkish force had thrown Itself In 
.crescent 
formation .around 
Vienna. 


The encampment was no less threaten- 
ing bemuse It resembled a circus rath- 
er than a siege, with Its herds of cam- 
els .and luxurious tents and baths and 
parrots within, and fountains without.

After consecrating the site of the fu- 
ture cathedral, Bishop Poore laid the 
first foundation stone In the'nnme of 
Pope Honorius; a second for Stepten 
Langton, Archbishop of Canterbury,, 
and a third for himself. ' William'Lon- 
gespee, first earl of Salisbury, whose 
nltar tomb on the south side of the 
nave Is a masterpiece oC statuary art, 
laid the fourth stone; while the' fifth 
was placed by his countess, Kla. Oth- 
er stone laying followed, "nrnlilst the 
acclamation," null old chronicler tells 
us, "of multitudes of the people, weep- 
ing for .joy, and contributing'thereto 
their alms wllli a ready mind, accord- 
Ing to the ability which God had giv- 
en them." 
So quickly did .the work 


progress that three altars were conse- 
crated In the new building within flve 
years of the foundation ceremonies. 


Why the Site Was Changed. 


T.te founders of the new cathedral 


gave several reasons for abandoning 
Ihe structure on the hill of OTd Sarnm. 
One reason mentioned in Ihe bull ob- 
tained for the purpose from I'opc Hon- 
orius, dated March 29, 1219, wns that 
(he hilly situation of Old Sanim placed 
the cathedral at the mercy of winds 
so stormy that not only was It often 
difficult to hear the words of the sen-- 


Ice, 
hut the structure became in con- 


stant need of repair. Anotlxr trouble 
was the insufficiency _of the. water sup- 
ply and a third was Ihc most cogent 
of all, the military In. Ihe neighboring 
cr.stle taking nil possible pains to 
show that they, and not the ecclesias- 
tics, were the' lords of Old Sarum. 


"What has the House of the Lord to 


do with castles!" nsked Peter of ISlois 
in support oMhe proposal to remove 
the See from Old Sarum. "It i.T the 
Ark of the Covenant In a temple of 
Balaam. Let us. In the name of God, 
descend Into the meads. 
There are 


rich 
meadows and 
fertile 
volleys 


abounding In the fruits of the earth, 
profusely watered by living streams. 
There Is a seat for tte virgin patron- 
ess of our church to which the whole 
world cannot produce a parallel." 


His conclusions ns to the situation 


were In every sense correct, for among 
Rnglish cathedrals scarcely 
one—if 


any—can vie with the exquisite set- 
ting of Salisbury's aspiring loveliness 
of pinnacles and spire in the center of 
the sref-nsward. 


The Tower and Spire. 


Without Its spire thrr catl^edral at 


Salisbury would still have heen a mar- 
vel of architectural beamy: with Its 
lower and spire It ftnnds complete as 
the crowning triumpr^of English ar- 
chitecture throughout the ages. For 
over a century the building stood with 


- a low. stunted central tower. Then, In 


1330. ca^e the daring conception of 
fslfing a tower and spire soaring to a 
height of more than 400 feet. The bold- 
aess of the Idea, and the danger of II, 
Inspired the builders with constant 
care. They knew that the riverside
